_ An exceedingly interesting letter entirely concerning the proposal to 
help the Protestants who had fled from France into England. 

It is the circular letter from the Privy Council addressed to Sir 
Thomas Ridley, Chancellor of Winchester, appealing for assistance for 
the refugees, and also bears the added appeal of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and the Bishop of Winchester, as well as an autograph note 
in the hand of Sir Thomas Ridley sending it to the clergy of the diocese 
of Winchester. 


‘“T have received lres from my Lo. Grace of Canterburie the tenor whereof 
heer insueth. 

‘* Right Reverend Father in God my very good Lord I have received lres from 
ye Lbs. of his Mats. most honble. Privie Councell in behalf of ye poore strangers 
who by reason of ye present troubles in France, are fledd into this Realme, the 
tenor whereot heer ensueth. .

‘“ After ot. very hearty commendacons to your good Lop. It cannot be 
unknowen to yor. Lop. that by reason of ye psent troubles in Fraunce, many 
stranngers of yt. nation, professing ye same religion wth us, have for their con- 
science sake retired themselves into this kingdome. In contemplacon of whose 
distressed estate, as his Mats. pleasure is they should in ye generall receive all 
kind & favourable usage; so in his princely & pious comiseracon of ye necessities 
of a great number of them who living in a strange countrie wanting both meanes 
& imployment, and likelie to suffer much miserie wth out ye assistance & relief 
of other good Christians; his Maty. is pleased that their wants should be recom- 
mended. unto ye charitie of all his Subtes. generally throughout this kingdome. 
These are therefore to pray your Lop. to act your lres to ye severall Bpps. 
wthin yor. province, to take order yt in ye severall Parish Churches of every diocesse, 
his Mats, loving subjects may be moved to contribute towards ye relief of ye poor 
French Protestants refuged hither for their conscience. And that ye monies col- 
lected be sent unto ye Bp. of ye diocesse or unto such persons as he shall appoint 
to receive ye same wch shalbe afterwards returned hither to be distributed by ye 
direction of ye Ministers & Elders of ye French Church according to ye necessities 
of ye persons.’’ Ite. 


In 1617 an edict had re-established the Catholic religion in Bearn 
ordering the Protestants to restore the ecclesiastical property which they 
had secularised in the last half century. They refused, and the King 
(Louis XIII), entering the province with an army, compelled the execu- 
tion of the edict. The whole Huguenot party was disturbed, and in 
1620 a religious war broke out. | 

On the death of De Luynes, whom Louis had appointed constable, 
the King carried on the war alone, and in the following year conducted 
a vigorous campaign, sacking the places which he took, and ordering 
severe punishments in them, many of the Protestants fleeing to England 
for protection.

‘‘ Long ere this can reach you, you will have heard that we are closely 
engaged in a war with Tippoo, whose restless ambition knows no bounds. 

‘“General Medows, at the head of the finest and most powerful Army that 
ever appeared in India, was on the 14th ulto. within one day’s march of . . . a 
frontier Port of the Knemy: and we expect daily to hear of an action. <A detach- 
ment sent from home in April to the assistance of the King of Travancore arrived 
by a few days too late to save his lines. But the judicious position taken by 
Colonel Hartley, who commands the detachment, effectually saved his country from

divastations. ‘lippoo did not . . . attack him: nor did he venture to penetrate 
into the country.

Should it be otherwise we certainly have no 
business in this country.

Ihe Duke writes in reply to a letter from Don Garcia de Toledo requesting 
information on various matters, and states that the fortification of Ariano “has 
always seemed to me a less easy matter’’ than Don Fernando de Gonzaga had 
regarded it; and considers that the work should go ahead. He considers it advis- 
able to dissemble in the presence of certain people in Don Garcia’s town who are 
sympathetic to the French, ‘‘ until the right moment.’’ He states that he is 
ascertaining who are the Continos [certain officials to the royal household of 
Castile] who are due to leave and will send them on; and that a credit note has 
been despatched to Don Garcia in respect of two companies of arquebus-gunners. 


‘he Duke approves of his correspondent’s projected visit to Santagata to see 
how matters are progressing, and of Don Garcia’s orders to the commissaries to 
store a quantity of grain in the neighbourhood. He states that he is enclosing 
news of the enemy’s movements, and exclaims: ‘‘I wish I had someone to send 
to enable you to rest; but I have no one; and, indeed, it is necessary for you to 
send Aldana to me, as he is needed here.’’ He wishes that some money could be 
obtained from that country: possibly the six thousand escudos payable by the 
**Preceptor de Principato Ultra’’ might suffice for the moment. Orders have 
already been given to the Field Marshal’s Company to go to Benavente; and a 
requisition has been sent for wheat. He adds that ‘‘ You know what should be 
done in regard to the windmills, in the event of the enemy’s approach.’’ Arrange- 
ments are also being made for the payment of the cavalry. 

In the paragraph in his own writing, the Duke states that he is hurrying 
matters on, and will send on all the money obtainable for the Spaniards’ pay, in 
addition to the six thousand ducats. He states that he hopes to be in readiness 
soon, to meet his correspondent, and emphasizes the need for Aldana’s presence.

Letters entirely in the autograph of the Duke of Albemarle are 
exceedingly rare. 

This letter was written shortly after his release from the Tower of 
London, and after he had accepted the command in Ireland offered him 
by Parliament.

This interesting decree is given in the name of ‘Don Alfonso, by the Grace 
of God King of Castile,’ etc., and is signed by the Infante: ‘ Yo el Rey’ (, the 
King). f 

Uf the greatest historical interest, relating to the civil wars that took place 
between the two sons of John II of Castile, over the question of the succession of 


the younger (Von Alfonso); and to the historic court scandals of the day, which 
Alfonso denounces. 


He refers to the ‘ troublous times through which my realms have passed. 
since the reign of my predecessor Henry’ [Henry IV. of Castile, his elder brother] 
in whose time ‘the Holy Catholic Faith and Church had suffered and been de- 
graded more than ever before.’ The material state of the realm was also deplor-. 
able, and labourers were treated with great contempt and injustice by those who 
had been appointed to look after their welfare. He warmly denounces the crimes. 
and reprehensible acts committed and permitted in the palace and court of his pre- 
decessor, who had given evil encouragement to ‘the traitor Beltran’ and the 
Queen Dofia Juana; ‘an offence to God and his own honour.’ 


lt should be mentioned that Don Alfonso, as younger son of John II was 
the legitimate heir-presumptive to the throne, after Henry IV; but there had been 
so much ill-teeling between the brothers, that Henry had gone to extraordinary 
lengths to thwart Alfonso. The latter, as recorded in this document, subsequently 


proclaimed himself King of Castile for a short while, but has never been recog- 
nised in history as a sovereign. 


In the course of this historical letter, Don Alfonso reccrds how Henry had 
the infant Dofia Juana (La Beltraneja) formally sworn in as his offspring and 
neiress to the throne, with precedence of Alfonso as a son of Juan II, an earlier 
king. He also records how Henry ordered the arrest ‘ of my person and that of my 
illustrious sister the Infanta Isabel, and to be delivered to the said Queen [Juana}j 
and the traitor Beltran, they being my enemies by reason of the said question of 
the succession, of which they wished to deprive me.’ He declares that as it was 
his will to act as God should decree for the benefit of his kingdom, many prelates.

and knights had been moved to regard his position with sympathetic interest; 
“the which gathered together in the city of Burgos for the purpose of serving 
God and myseli, and of mitigating some of the evils aforementioned, as well as 
for the purpose of liberating my person and that of the said Infanta Isabel.’ He 
states that, aiter numerous perils which his supporters braved on his behalf, he 
was liberated from his prison, and his right of succession was proclaimed not only 
by them but by Henry himself. Subsequently, some of the supporters were 
requested to go to the court and revoke their oath of allegiance to Alfonso as heir 
to the throne, and transfer their allegiance to the infant Dofia Juana! They refused 
to do this, and as a consequence, Henry and his partisans mustered their troops 
and retainers, ‘in order to come upon me in the city of Placencia, and by every 
means demonstrate the animosity that was nursed against me by tke Queen Dona 
Juana and the traitor Beltran de la Cueva.’ 


Now, however, Alfonso’s supporters were anxious to do as their conscience 
bade, and to obtain recognition for him as the rightful heir to the kingdom. He 
declares that the Holy See has pronounced against Henry and deprived him of the 
rank of king and the right to rule the kingdom; therefore, he (Alfonso) by virtue 
of his own birth, now assumes the dignity and right of king, and ‘I have been 
received and sworn in as king and lord of them, in accordance with what is due 
to me, 1n the city of Avila: and I have received due homage and fidelity from the 
said prelates and knights, squires and goodmen of the city of Avila.’ 


He summons his correspondent to appear before him within fifteen days 
from the date of this decree, for the purpose of swearing allegiance to him as ‘ king 
and natural lord,’ and of surrendering to him ‘any castles or fortresses of the 
said Henry which you may have held, and to do homage unto me as your king in 
return for the towns and castles which you now hold from me.’

been informed by the General Assembly through a gentleman sent to us for that 
purpose. ‘the unfortunate delay of the couriers sent by the King and M. de 
Rohan gave M. de Guise the time to attack with 40 big ships and 10 galleys: the 
ships of La Kochelle who did not think they were so near, were only 36. The 
hght began Uct 27th about 3 o’clock in the afternoon and lasted six hours until 
darkness prevented them from seeing one another. The fighting was furious this 
first day: those of la Kochelle set fire to the vessel commanded by M. de Guise, 
by means of two ships equipped with fire-works which they fastened on, in spite 
ot the firing of the cannons. The calm prevented it from being completely burnt 
but 1¢ lost all the crew and the best captains the rear of the ship being much 
damaged. Another of their big ships, being furiously attacked, sank. In this 
first encounter, those of La Rochelle only lost one vessel, which having fought for 
3 hours, was perforated with holes and sank, most of the men being saved. 


‘The next day, those of La Rochelle having remained on the scene of the 
fight and the King’s ships withdrawn towards the coast, the continuation of the 
calm, allowed the galleys to attack the Vice-Admiral of La Rochelle, who could 
not sail for lack of wind but defended himself so well that after sustaining 500 
cannon shots and sunk two frigates in which were two Knights of Malta and many 
men, was at last aided by the wind which got up in time to save him by blowing 
hard and he rejoined the rest of the army. The next two days passed without any 
efforts by M. de Guise who had lost 700 brave men and those of La Rochelle only 
120. ‘Lhe latter having prepared 11 fire-ships and rallied the rest of their ships 
to the number of 40 or 50, were going to attack the Royal Army when couriers 
from the King and M. de Rohan reached Count de Soissons and La Rochelle, 
declaring the will of the King and the conclusion of peace and all hostilities ceased 
on land and sea, 


** Krom the day of the publication of Peace the men from the camp went freely 
into Lia Rochelle and vice versa. The next day one of the forts at the mouth of 
the Havre was pulled down and the wood of this great mole? which had been made 
to restrain the sea, was broken up, sold and burnt bv the soldiers. The King’s 
navy is to withdraw to its harbours, and those of La Rochelle keep in their road- 
steds. 


‘‘ We tell all this, not from joy at these public misfortunes but because it is 
the truth of the story and contains the losses on both sides, so as to give the 
glory to God tor preventing further ruin by the arrival of such unexpected Peace 
which the advice of His Britannic Majesty, falling on hearts prepared to receive it, 
has obtained for us. 


‘*M. de Rohan has presented six persons to the King, among them being 
M. de Calonger, lately commanding in Montnellier, Du Part d’ Archiac, and De 
Montmartin, whom you saw here with M. de Soubize. Of these His Majesty will 
take two to be near his person as Deputies General to look after our affairs. This 
gives us hope that God will strengthen the Peace, in the State and in the Church, 
against the wishes of meddlers and the expectation of many.’”’ Etc.

‘* Kor, indeed, talking to you with perfect frankness, as one would to a 
friend of many years’ standing, I have asked myself more than once whether, if I 
had preserved the secret of my origin under the neutral pseudonym of ‘ Joseph 
Conrad,’ that temperamental similitude would have been put forward at all. As 
to myself, I have my doubts. I believe that, here at any rate, what is personal 
has been put to the account of racial affinities. The critics detected in me a new 
note, and as, just when IT began to write, they had discovered the existence of 
Russian authors, they stuck that label on me under the name of Slavonism. 
What I venture to say is that it would have been more just to charge me at 
most with ‘Polonism.’ Polish temperament, at any rate, is far removed from 
Byzantine and Asiatic associations. Poland has absorbed Western ideas, adopted 
Western culture, Suu ibised with Western ideals, and tendencies as much as it 
was possible. 

“So much for ‘my heredity. Ag to formative influences, I must point out 
that I do not know the Russian language, that I know next to ‘nothing of Russian 
imaginative literature, except the little I have been able to read in translation ; 
that the formative forces acting on me, at the most plastic and impressionable 
age, were purely Western; that is, French and English; and that, as far as I can 
remember, those forces found in me no resistance, no vague, deep-seated 
antagonism, either racial or temperamental.’’ Etc.

He refers to a visit to Campbell who was working on “his bio- 
graphical and critical labours,’’ probably his ‘‘ Specimens of the British 
Poets,’’ published in 1819, and suggests that he is sent to America to 
lecture. He has dined with Murray and met several of the Lions of the 
Quarterly Review. 

Ye Ae While at London I made the acquaintance of Murray, the book- 
seller, who you know is a most valuable acquaintance to a stranger, as by his 
means considerable access is gained to the literary world. I dined with him, and 
met, among two or three rather interesting characters, Old D’Israeli, with whom 
1 was much entertained. He is a cheerful, sociable old gentleman, full of talk 
and anecdote. He was very curious about America, and seemed much pleased 
with the idea of his works being reprinted and circulated there. I saw two or 
three of the Lions of the Quarterly Review in Murray’s den. . . . I left there 
(London) . . . in a packet for Berwick-on-Tweed, having some occasion to 
visit Edinburgh, and intending to make a short excursion to the Highlands. I 
found myself among a motley but characteristic assemblage of passengers. All 
Scotch, and some of them fit studies for Walter Scott. . . . The day brigh- 
tened up as we approached Bamborough Castle, which stands in stern and lordly 
solitude on the sea coast. Scott’s description of it is very poetical, but accurate, 


‘hy town proud Bamborough, marked they there,

And on the swelling ocean frown. 


We sailed close by this old ruin and then skirted the Holy Isle, where Scott 
lays the scene of Constance de Burrlys trial, and where the remains of St.

. . If Miss Cox’s very readable ‘Introduction to Folklore ’ reaches 
the public, and stimulates collection, it will have done its duty. Miss Cox is known 
as the anthor of the best single study of one popular tale, her erudite collection 
of variants on the theme of ‘ Cinderella.’ In the ‘ Introduction ’ she 1s too wise to 
frighten the timid by a display of learning, she gives fact,. and theories without 
reterences to original sources. As to her theories, I cannot well criticise some of 
them, which are, more or less, ‘my own invention.’ The savage origin of the 
savage element in civilised, mythologies, the light thrown on popular tales by 
savage and barbaric belief and custom, are among these points. The ideas are 
lucidly and persuasively stated by Miss Cox, and on the point of the diffusion of 
the tales and myth, she does not dogmatise. As to animism, as to the origin of 
the conception of spiritual beings, she follows Mr. Tylor and Mr. Spencer, which 
shews some genius for eclecticism. As to the question whether the belief in. 
spiritual beings, may not be due in part, to ‘ physical’ phenomena, for example to

‘veridical hallucinations,’ or, in vulgar terminology, to ‘ghosts.’ Miss Cox 
‘leaves 1b wholly aside” Indeed, if the theme can be treated at all (it is touched 
on by Mr. ‘l'ylor) it requires original research: For example Mr. Tylor gives two 
or three cases of ‘death-wraith,’ among the New Zealanders, and I have observed 
other instances in various savage quarters. Some were ‘collective cases,’ several 
people seeing ‘the wraith ’ at the same time. The curious point is that the Maoris, 
exactly like superstitious persons, in Europe, inferred that their friend who owned 
the wraith was dead, as he really was. Now, why do they draw this inference ?

A long and most graphic account of Macartney’s Voyage out to 
China, touching at Madeira, Teneriffe, St. Jago of the Cape de Verd 
Islands, Rio de Janeiro, Tristan D’Acunha, Amsterdam Island, Java, 
Batavia, and Cochin China, etc. At these various places he was most 
royally received and entertained. He gives an entrancing account of 
his receptions, then goes on to describe the manners and customs of 
the people, white residents and natives, also entering upon a dissertation 
on the country, politics, trade, natural history, etc., of the districts. 
In respect of Batavia there are as many as 60 pages of descriptive 
matter (unfortunately 1o further pages have been taken out at some 
time from this section). 


His extensive reference, and comments on the Dutch and Chinese 
in the places visited are most valuable. 


The Journal commences with a full list of the principal members 
of the expedition, which included two Chinese missionaries, Padre Pietro 
Whang and Padre Vincento Nyang.

the Chinese on English subjects had become so notorious that it was 
decided to send an emissary to Pekin, and this Expedition was arranged 
with Lord Macartney as ambassador extraordinary and plenipotentiary.

He did homage to the Emperor in 
Chinese fashion, but although the Embassy collected much information, 
he could not obtain permission for a British minister resident in China.

The year 1661 was a memorable one in English Muilitary 
History. The remnant of the Parliamentary Army under General Monk, 
ali that was left of that invincible host of Puritan Republicans which 
had been swept away before the returning tide of loyalty, formed an 
escort at the Restoration of Charles II in 1660. In the following year, 
owing to the insurrection by what was known as the fifth Monarchy

Statute of Winchester, according to a graduated scale of property, and 
the complete control of each country’s force was committed to the Lord 
Lieutenant.

. . . It is urged, and not without show of justice in the plea, that so 
much of the poetry of! Mr. Yeats’ and of others to be named with him, is not Irish 
poetry, as we find in the intense verse of Mangan, or in the light verse of Lever, 
Moore, and Father Prout, or in the heroic verse of Samuel Ferguson, or in the 
homeley verse and winsome music of Allingham and Alfred Perceval Graves and 
Jane Barlow, or in the lyrical outcries of the poets of ‘The Nation’ or in the ruder 
utterance of the unknown singers who bequeathed their crude but unforgettable 
national ballads in pieces such as ‘The Wearin’ o’ the Green,’ ‘ The Cruiskeen 
Laun,’ and ‘The Shan Van Vocht.’ The poetry of Mr. Yeats, and others to be 
named with him, is certainly not distinctively Irish in this sense. But it must not 
be overlooked that the poetic spirit in every country has two instinctive movements: 
to become the colour and sound of the national life in its outward and particular 
aspects, and to become the colour and sound of the national genius in its inward 
life and universal appeal. The Poet who ignores the accent of time and place is not 
necessarily the lesser patriot, the less truly nationalist, than the poet, who, from 
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Sharp (William, ‘‘ Fiona Macleod ’’)—continued. 


the quality of his mind and spirit, or from choice, ignores the accent of the Land 
of Heart’s Desire. Nor can we mistake the hidden flower of its mortal life, with 
its root in time and place and country. : 


‘“T confess that I made one mistake when I took up the ‘Treasury of Irish 
Poetry.’ That was to read much in it before I read the Introduction to the volume 
by Mr. Stopford Brooke. The reader should not do likewise. For Mr. Brooke 
exposes both what were the editorial aims and what are the admitted restrictions of 
this anthology, and, too accomplished a critic, to allow national predilection to 
control judgment and taste, admits frankly, in effect, that here we have rather 
the material and promise of great art than great art itself. J think he sums up 
admirably what so many have variously said, and all concerned do in one way or 
the other strongly feel, on the question of the linguistic vehicle for Irish thought 
and Irish emotion and the Irish genius. ‘ England naturally wished to get rid of 
the Irish tongue and was naturally careless of its literature: Ireland itself, and 
that was a pity, did not care enough about her own tongue to preserve it as a 
vehicle for literature; and, finally, her poets and thinkers were steadily driven to 
use the English language.’ Much has been lost by this distinction of a literary 
language, but much has also been gained. If Irish can again be used as a vehicle 
for literature, so much the better. A few are now making that endeavour, and all 
intelligent persons will wish them good luck and success. It is no disadvantage to 
a man or to a country to be bilingual, and the teaching and use of the Irish tongue 
will throw light upon the ancient form of it, enable scholars to understand it better, 
and increase our knowledge of its treasures. Moreover, there are many realms of 
imaginative feeling in Ireland which cannot be justly put into poetic form except 
in the tongue of the country itself. No other vehicle cam express them so well. 
On the other hand, the gain to Irishmen of speaking and writing in English is very 
great. It enables them to put their national aspirations, and the thoughts and 
passions which are best expressed in poetry, into a language which is fast becoming 
universal. It enables them to tell the world of literature of the ancient myths, 
legends, and stories of Ireland, and to represent them, in a modern dress, by means 
of a language which is read and understood by millions of folk in every part of the 
world. These considerations lie at the root of the matter, and if Irish writers do 
not deviate into an imitation of English literature, but cling close to the spirit 
of their native land, they will do well for their country when they use the English 
tongue.’’

On Tuesday last the Rebells had been twice before the Town of 
Carlisle, and had been repulsed by the Cannon from the walls; from whence they 
march’d to a town called Brampton, abt. 7 miles east of Carlisle in the road towards 
Newcastle, but were certainly going back to besiege it in haveing with em as is now 
said upwards of twenty pieces of cannon, and are agreed on all hands to be 
stronger than was expected, tho I dont hear their numbers are about 100,000. 
They seem very resolute and regular in their marches, doe it very quietly, and 
pretty much in the night time. The fate of Carlisle must be known by this time. 
; The people about Preston, and other parts of Lancashire are in terrible

fears, and many of em have left their habitations, and taken away their most 
valuable effects. 


‘“The Towne of Carlisle had agreed to surrender to the Rebells on Fryday last, 
but the Castle was determined to hold out to ye last extremity. Marshall Wade 
was to march out on Saturday from Newcastle in order to relieve Carlisle, and had 
sent two regiments of Dragoons and two of foot under Genl. Handyside for ye 
security of Edinburgh, and that Sir John Ligneer was comeing forward with all 
possible expedition. 

‘‘ Its reported by ye same advise that Ld. George Murray was kill’d before 
Carlisle. The Rebells have put all the countrey under military execution, and 
have seized on all the country people, who they oblige to doe all their drudgery, 
and treat them barbarously. Tho some of the Cumberland light horse who took 
the Quarter-master of the Rebells prisoner, and carryed to Newcastle, were taken 
prisoners themselves, as they were returning from Newcastle by the Rebells. 


‘‘The Highlanders have been coming in here from 4 in the afternoon till 9 
some houses have 100 each, the whole body wee believe is moveing Southwards ; 
wee have but 3,000 in town, whats in the neighbourhood wee cannot yet judge, 
tomorrow is to bring severall 1,000 more. An express sent to Marshall Wade at 
7 in the evening. 


‘¢ Kendall Nov. 21st, 6 in the evening. 


‘The Rebels were at Hornby 3 miles in this side Shap, 8 of them Followed ye 
messenger down the town, he says there was two of em in Highland dresses, one of 
em a Gentleman well dressed, 3 servants, and two others that were midling dressed 
and a lead horse, the messenger went to ye Inn in Shap and took Horse. ‘ 


‘We have in certain accounts got where Genl. Wade with his army now is, 
its believed they returned from Hoxham to Newcastle again, after a most terrible 
march both in regard to Weather and want of common necessarys, Capt. Wentworth 
give his father a most dismall account from Hoxham, but could not say where they 
was to goe next. The reasons given why Genl. Wade does not make forwards is 
that the rebells may: penetrate far enough into England, and be thereby the better 
secured, and how that will be God only knows. People here about begin to be in 
creat fears, and some are removing their most portable of their valuables done 
towards Hull and towards other parts of ye Eastern coast. 


‘‘ Further accounts from Kendall advise that the young pretender was come 
there with his whole army amounting to 7 or 8 thousand at most including women 
and boys, they had been counted twice in their march over two different bridges, 
and have no more than sixteen field-pieces with em and thirty one carriages with 
their baggage. His van guard march on Saturday morning for Burton in Kentdale 
half way between Kendall and Lancaster, and twas thought they would get to 
Lancaster on Sunday night if they could, so that our fears of their coming this 
way are now over for ye present. paki 

‘‘The Chevalier with the main body came to Kendall about 10 o’clock on 
Saturday morning just at ye time the van Guard march’d for Burton. He was 
proclaimed that day and the mayor and recorder obliged to attend them. Their 
baggage and artillery was not got up when the express came away. So much wee 
had on Monday afternoon. 


‘Yesterday wee had a further account which advised that a person who had 
been and had spent a day among the Rebells said they were all come into Kendall 
with part of their baggage and artillery, that 1,800 were march’d for Burton and 
Lancaster, 53 of them with Ld. E. at Hornby Castle on Sunday, and 3,000 were at 
Kendall and says some of em are very stout men, one seven feet high, but the 
greatest part of em are pittyfall, shabbrag boys and old men and doe not exceed 
6,000 of all sorts, and seem to be confirmed from different quarters.’? LEtc., etc.

I knew there 
was a deficiency in the size of the calves of his legs, that his feet were stunted, 
his toes too broad & heels too narrow, that when standing or walking he had a 
difficulty in balancing his body, in fencing or sparring he remained stationary & 
merely used his arms, it was mere child’s play, a make believe. At that period I 
had a very vague notion of clubfeet. I did not know that the heels being elevated 
by the contraction of the tendon Achilles or by other muscles of the legs consti- 
tuted clubfeet.

Washington presided over the Federal Convention of 1787, being 
deeply impressed: with the need of a more efficient government. Upon 
the adoption of the Constitution, he was the unanimous choice for Pre- 
sident, and was inaugurated at New York, 30th April, 17809. 

“6. 6 shCobserve, with singular satisfaction, the cases in which your 
benevolent Institution has been instrumental in recalling some of our fellow 
creatures (as it were) from beyond the gates of Eternity, and has given occasion 
for the hearts of parents and friends to leap for joy. The provision made for ship- 


wrecked mariners is also highly estimable in the view of every philanthropic mind, 
and greatly consolatory to that suffering part of the community. ra 


‘“T am happy to find that the proposed general government meets with your 
approbation, as, indeed, it does with that of most disinterested and discerniny: 
men. The Convention of this State is now in Session, and I cannot but hope that 
the Constitution will be adopted by it, though not without considerable opposition. 
I trust, however, that the commendable example exhibited by the minority in your 
State will not be without its salutary influence in this. In truth, it appears to 
me that (should the proposed government be generally and harmoniously adopted) 
it will be a new phenomenon in the political and moral world; and an astonishing 
victory, gained by enlightened reason over brutal force.’’ 


A convention of delegates from five States, met at Annapolis in Maryland in 
1786 to discuss methods of enabling Congress to regulate commerce. It drew up 
a report, declared that reforms were necessary, and suggested a further general 
convention to consider the condition of the Union, and the needed amendments 
of its Constitution. Congress, to which the report had been presented, approved 
it, and recommended the States to send delegates to a convention. 


The Convention thus summoned met at Philadelphia on May 25th, when 
seven States were represented, and chose George Washington to preside. Dele- 
gates attended from every State but Rhode Island, and this famous assembly, 
which consisted of fifty-five delegates, thirty-nine of whom signed the Constitu- 
tion, sat for nearly five months. 

The Constitution was adopted on the 17th September, 1787, by the Convention 
appointed in pursuance of the resolution, of the Congress of the Confederation of 
2nd February, 1787, and was ratified by the Conventions of the several States 
between December, 1787, and May, 1790.
